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Equipping aKitchen

Why not look over your entire kit- 
chen equipment with a view to elim- 
inating useless articles? 

One woman told me that after an 
inspection such as I suggest above, 
she found that she was giving storage 
to seventeen disgracefully inadequate 
utensils—and that in a kitchenette. 

Once you have decided cn the dis- 
cards, you will find among the news- 
paper advertisements many high-ciass 
shops announcing business-stimulat- 
ing sales for the warm days. 

Every housewife has, attempted to 
bake a layer cake only to find the pan 
just sufficiently large to prevent an- 
other pan being placed in the oven 
at the same time. This necessitates 
baking one layer at a time---not only 
a waste of time, but of high-costing 
fuel. . << 

Since you cannot take your oven 
to the shop with you, the next best 
thing to do is to take a paper pat- 
tern of the floor of your oven with 
you. The merchant can readily fit 
the combination to it. 

How about some of the new com- 
bination aluminum utensils. For 
instance, the kettle you buv for boil- 
ing water may be quickly converted 
into a double boiler. Then there are 
triple saucepans, They fit in com- 
bination over the one gas burner. By 
their aid one may cook potatoes and 
two other vegetables for the meal 
with the minimum expenditure of fuel. 

Many shops are showing combiua- 
tion sets of knives for the home kit- 
chen. Some sets include a small but 
effective cleaver for the bones that 
ruin the edge of the unfortunate knife. 
The spatula or palette knife, a lim- 
ber knife so useful in removing the 
last of the batter from bowls or for 
flipping cakes, is a most useful knife 
about the kitchen. More than one 
vegetable paring knife is needed in 
even a small kitchen. 

There are some excellent knife- 
sharpening machines. And they soon 
pay for themselves in sharpener’s 
bills saved and in the joy derived 
from the use of a really sharp knife.

Free Entry of Stock to United States! 


Is Urged. 

Calgary.—The present conditions of 
the livestock industry in Western Can- 
ada was the subject of an address by 
C. W. Peterson, president of the Farm 
and Ranch Review, at an emergency 
meeting of the Calgary Board of 
Trade. The speaker pointed out that 
every person in Canada had a vital in- 
terest in the development of a success- 
ful livestock industry; it was the basis 
and foundation of the entire agricul- 
tural structure, he declared. 

Mr. Peterson urged: that immediate 
diplomatic discussions should be open- 
ed with the United States in order to 
Procure for Canada free entry for ani- 
mals and animal products. Even an 
unlimited overseas market, he said, 
could not for a moment be compar- 
ed with free access to the Chicago 
market, which could completely ab- 
sorb all classes,of livestock.

Shown By Farm Lands |

Whilst Canada comes into open| 
competition ,with the world in the 
quality of her agricultural produce of 
all kinds and can grow on her _feriile 
farms crops of the highest grade, she 
is unable as yet to enter into compari- 
son in the matter of total production. 
A vast portion of her rich agricultural 
lands,-amrounting to many millions of 


- acres, and forming ‘potentially one of 


the world’s great farming areas, is un- 
developed and awaits settlement and 
the plough before producing ‘to capa- 
city in the manner that has made the 
quality of Dominion crops famous, 

Canada can, however, come into ac- 
tive competition with other countries 
largely agricultural, the United 
States, for example, with respect to 
the fertility of her land, its growing 
qualities and those of the Canadian 
climate and farming season. Com- 
pared ds to a¥erage production, she 
makes_a very fine showing. A com- 
parison between Canadian and United 
States production for the past three 
years shows that Canada has main- 
tained a,high standard in all the crops 
she cultivates, ‘and has in the majority 
of cases exceeded the average achiev- 
ed by the older producing country, 

It is not so-long ago since doubt 

. Was expressed that it would be poss- 
ible to grow wheat profitably in Can- 
ada, Canadian farmers answered this 
by taking most of the premier honors 
for. this Crap at inférnational exhibi- 
tions. Not only that, but it -is ap- 
parent that the Dominion preserves a 
higher average production throughout 
the country in both spring and win-! 
ter varictics than the United States, | 
taken asa whole. In the year 1920,! 
when the production of spring and} 
winter wheat in the United States was; 
10.8 and 15.3 bushels per acre respec- 
tively, Canada secured an average of 
14 and 24 bushels. In the aberious | 
year, 1919, with a United States pro- 
duction of 88 and 14.9 bushels, Can- 
ada's average yields per acre were 9.50: 
and 23.75. To go back another year, | 
they compared 16.2 and 15.2 as against 
10,75 and_19.00, the United States ob- 
taining a greater average of spring 
wheat in that season. ; 
A -comparison of the respective 
yields of the past three years in-oats 
indicates that Canada, although she 
secured most of the international hon- 
ors for the quality of her product, has 
fallen slightly belrind the ~ United 
States-in average production per acre. 
Whereas in 1920 her average produc- 
tion was 33,50 bushels per acre, that 
of the United States was 35 bushels. 
In the previous year, when she pro- 
duced 26,25 bushels, farmers across 
the line managed to achieve 29.1 bus- 
hels. In the year 1918 the yield 
stood at 34,7 and 28.74 with the Unit- 
ed States in the ascendency. The 
same. slight difference is recorded in 
barley, the average yields being 25.6 
and 24.75; 22.4 and 21.75; 263 and 
24.50. . 

There would appear to be no doubt 
Ieft as to the greater suitability of 
Canadian land to potato production af- 
tera survey of the comparative figiires 
of production. Apainst the United 
States average of 109.6 bushels to the 
acre last year, Canada produced 
170.50. Her yield in 1919 was 153.50 
against the°90 bushels reached across 
the line. When the United States 
produced 95.9 bushels in 1918, Canada 
achieved 142 bushels. _ 

Slight divergencies only are observ- 
ed in the hay yield of the two coun- 
tries, both in the tame and wild varic- 
les.

Oil Wealth of Northland 
Oil, Gas and Coal Is Found To Exist 
Over Wide Area. 


The whole of the Canadian north 
from Fort Norman into the Arctic 
and the Mackenzie basin seems to be 
underlaid with oil natural gas and 
coal, declares Howard Colley, who re- 
turned from that ‘district recently, af- 
ter staking claims. In many places 
the ofl is boiling up out of the ground 
in natura} wells, he said. There are 
coal seams “projecting almost every- 
wlicre and in some places whole 
cliffs are exposed. Mr. Colley seal the 
coal is not a hard variety, but seems 
to be good bituminous coal. Natur- 
al gas is almost as common... 

In the northern part of the district 
the Eskimos are using the natural gas. 
There are soft earth formations into 
which they poke long sticks which 
they twirl around. Gas comes out 
of the hole thus formed. They light 
it and have a flame for cooking.
